(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in ttiis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nogle. 

Nogle shows a pivoting valve with inlets 58, 60 and outlet 70, the valve being 
operated by inlet pressures. It is believed that the pertinence of the reference is readily 
apparent. 

Claims 13-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nogle in view of EP '150. 

Nogle shows the claimed valve except for a pivot shaft, which is shown at 70 in 
EP '150. It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to have used 
such a shaft to aid in pivoting of the valve of Nogle. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.
